I  department  that  reduction  in  expeudi- 
Itire.  resulting  from  diminution  of  the 
\prrsoHfiel,  might  actually  be  made  to

THE   WAR  IX  BaJiL-I 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  war  in 
Bahiaithe  general  government  lias  sent  lo  that 
State  20  battalions  of  infantry,  i  regiment  and 
one  battery  of  field  artillery,  i  detachment  of 
sappers  and  miners  and  .]  squadrons  of  cavalry, 
making  a  total  of  about  8.700  men.  To  coope- 
rate with  this  force  the  State  of  Bahia  lias 
furnished  r.Sbo  men,  which  increases  the 
number  to  10.500. 

This  force  has  proved  to 
the  government  has  issiu 
forcing  it  with  3  battalior 
Rio  Grande  do  Sub  1  from  Santa  Catharina, 
-[  from  Parana,  a  battalion  of  police  from 
S.  Paulo,  [  from  Parti  and  1  from  Amazonas 
THese  commands,  it  is  said,  form  a  total  of 
about  3,600  men,  making  with  the  force  al- 
ready mentioned  an  aggregate  of  i,|.  mo,  from 
which  must  be  deducted  the  losses  sustained 
during  the  campaign. 

The  force  of  which  Antonio  Consellieiro 
disposes  has  never  been  ascertained. 

The  government  is  sending  more  ammuni- 
tion, although  there  are  said  to  be  already  in 
Bahia  4.161. 000  cartridges,  of  which  [.000.000 
have  been  issued  to  Gen.  Girard's  brigade, 
3.600.000  are  at  the  Baliiaarsen.il.  cjSS.cooat 
Queimadas  and  593.000  at  Monte  Santo.  This, 
of  course,  does  not  include  the  cartridges  of 
the  troops  at  Canudos, 

Many  wounded  officersare  arriving  at  Monte 
Santo,  Queimadas  and  Bahia.  Among  them 
isGol.  Serai  Martins,  who  day  before  yester- 
day reached  Bahia,  where  he  is  stopping  at 
the  archbishop's  palace.  Gen,  Savagrt  is  ex- 
pected to  arrive  there  today,  and  it  is  stated 
that  the  minister  of  war,  who  leaves  for  Bahia 
today,  has  telegraphed  to  the  general,  asking 
him  to  await  his  arrival. 

The  total  number  of  wounded  among  the 
govern  men  I  troops  is  said  to  be  1.700,  of  whom 
600  are  reported  to  he  on  their  way  to  Quei- 
madas. 

The  9th  battalion  of  infantry  is  stated  to  be 
reduced  to  70  men. 

Gen.  Girard  is  said  to  have  transferred  the 
command  of  his  brigade  to  Col,  Philomeno, 
soliciting  instructions  from  the  government  in 
regard  to  bis  own  action.  Col;  Raphael  To- 
bias, of  the  24th  hattalion  of  infantry,  isstated 
to  have  reported  himself  unfit  for  duty  and  to 
have  asked  to  be  retired  from  " 
number  of  officers  reporting 
for  duty  is  said  to  be  large.

Nfltirias  in  a  letter  from  Queiniadas,  of.  the 
29th  ult.,  says  that  the  news  from  Canudos  are 
not  satisfactory.

— The  post  office  at  S.  Joan  d'Bl-Rey  is  said 
to  close  every  day  before  the  arrival  of 'the  mail 
train  from  "  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Consequently, 
although  there  is  ample  time  for  delivvrim: 
the  mail  on  the  day  of  its  arrival,  residents  of 
that  place  are  obliged  to  wait  for  their  letters 
and  papers  till  the  following  day. 

—In  Pa.ni  school  children  amuse  themselves 
by  playing  federals  and  jnguueos  and  are  10 
be  seen  in  large  bands,  armed  with  cudgels, 
marching  to  the  fray.  A  little  six  year  old 
boy  is  reported  to  have  said'.: — "Tin  not  w 
jagunco.  but  mv  brother  Juca  is  ;  and  he  savs 
that  he  will  be  satisfied  if  lie  kills  two  federals 
today."
